Mississippi State 

Enrollments Reach 

Maximum Capacity 
Columbus, Miss, June 6th — 


Surging college enrollments which 


have been threatening Mississippi 
State College for Women for the 
past four years, caught up with 
the college today as President 
Charles P. Hogarth announced thar 
MSCW has reached maximum ca- 
pacity enrollment. 

Even allowing for possible 
cancellations, Dr. Hogarth ex- 
plained that the present enroll. 
ment figure of 1150 has pushed 
the college to its limit and that 
no more applications can be 
accepted for the 1957-58 academic 
year. 

To accommodate the incoming 
tide of students, MSCW has con- 
verted two faculty dwellings, 
Puckett and Stovall houses, into 
dormitories. Space formerly used 
to house the museum will in- 
stead house 30 students in the 
emergency. : 

In another effort to meet the 
enrollment demands, all rooms 
on campus were re-evaluated to 
see if double-decker beds could 
be placed in them. College offi- 
cials found that all rooms were 
being used to maximum capacity 
except for some sophomore 
rooms in the junior and senior

dormitories, double-deckers have 
been placed in those.

“Campus facilities have been 
filled for some time,” President 
Hogarth said. ‘We have been plac- 
ing students: in town rooms se- 
lected by the college, pat now 
we've exhausted even at re- 
source.” 


One bright spot in the housing 
picture at MSCW is the néw 
$622,000 dormitory housing 200 
girls which is scheduled to be 
ready for September, 1958. Dr. 
Hogarth said this will help take 
care of seme of the overflow stu- 
dents. 

“I regret very much,” the 
President said, “that the physi- 
cal facilities at MSCW are not 
sufficient enough at the present 
time to accommodate all quali- 
fied students who desire an 
MSCW education beginning in 
September of 1957. 

However, every possible effort 
is being made to have the new 
dormintory completed by Septem 
ber, 1958, and a second dormi 
tory! finished by September, 
1959.” =
